1.  Effective  immediately  District  Attorney  Felony  Teams  are  available 
to  Investigative  Details  of  this  Department.    Primary  responsibility 
of  Felony  Teams  will  be  to  personally  review  each  felony  arrest 
with  the  assigned  Investigating  Officer  to  determine  if  evidence 
warrants  prosecution  or  if  additional  investigation/information 
will  be  required  to  support  the  charge. 

2.  Reviewing  Assistant  District  Attorney  will  be  responsible  for  the 
trial  of  a  reviewed  case. 

3*    Felony  arrests  found  as  not  qualified  for  a  felony  rebooking  (lack 
of  information/evidence),  will  be  noted  as  to  reason  and  returned 
to  the  Arresting  Officer  for  his  information.    Felony  arrests  which 
do  not  result  in  rebooking  will  also  be  reviewed  for  training  and 
study  purposes. 

4*    All  personnel  will  benefit  from  ensuing  relationship  with  District 
Attorney's  Office  so  as  to  develop  competently  investigated  and 
correctly  charged  arrests  and  rebookings,  to  enable  a  more 
thorough  prosecution  and  increased  conviction  rate. 

5.  District  Attorney's  Felony  Teams  will  be  available  to  members  of 
Investigative  details  on  evenings,  weekends,  and  holidays  for 
consultation  on  evidence,  investigative  procedure  or  obtaining 
search  warrants.

A.  The  No.  55  eastbou  nd  Clay  Street  bus  will  be  re-routed  from 
Clay  Street  to  Stockton  Street,  south  on  Stockton  Street  to 
Sacramento  Street  and  regular  route  outbound. 

NOTE:    "No  Parking"  signs  are  to  be  placed  on  both  sides  of 
Sacramento  Street  west  of  Stockton  Street  for  a  distance  of 
50  feet  to  enable  these  buses  to  turn. 

B.  The  No.  38  eastbound  bus  on  O'Farrell  Street  will  be  diverted 
south  on  Stockton  Street  to  Ellis  Street,  west  on  Ellis  Street  to 
Powell  Street,  north  on  Powell  to  Geary  Street,  proceeding 
west  on  Geary  Street. 

C.  The  No.  1,  2,  3  &  45  eastbound  Post  Street  buses  will  be 
diverted  south  on  Stockton  Street,  west  on  Geary  Street  to 
Powell  Street,  and  north  on  Powell  Street  to  Sutter  Street. 

D.  The  No,  30  southbound  Stockton  Street  bus  will  continue  on 
its  regular  route. 

E.  The  No.  30  northbound  Stockton  Street  bus  will  be  diverted  via 
3rd  and  Mission  Streets  to  Fremont  Street,  to  Front  Street,  to 
Broadway  Street,  to  Columbus  Avenue  and  regular  route. 
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F.  California  Street  cablecars  will  cease  operation  at  such  times 
as  may  be  considered  necessary  by  the  Municipal  Railway 
Inspectors.

The  No.  15  bus  southbound  will  be  routed  south  on  Columbus 
Avenue  to  Broadway  Street,  east  on  Broadway  to  Davis  Street, 
south  on  Davis  to  Jackson  Street,  east  on  Jackson  to  Drumm 
Street,  south  on  Drumm  to  California  Street,  west  on  California 
to  Davis,  south  on  Davis  to  Market  Street,  west  on  Market  to 
First  Street,  and  regular  route, 

H.  The  No.  41  bus,  northbound    will  continue  on  Drumm  Street  to 
Sacramento  Street,  west  on  Sacramento  to  Sansome  Street, 
north  on  Sansome  to  Broadway  Street,  west  on  Broadway  to 
Columbus  Avenue,  and  regular  route. 

The  No.  41  bus  southbound  wi  1 1  be  routed  east  on  Broadway 
Street  to  Davis  Street,  south  on  Davis  to  Jackson  Street,  east 
on  Jackson  to  Drumm  Street,  south  on  Drumm  to  California 
Street,  west  on  California  to  Davis  Street,  south  on  Davis  to 
Beale  Street,  and  regular  route. 

I.  The  No.  42  bus  will  not  provide  service  north  of  Mission  Street. 

The  No.  42  northbound  bus  will  be  diverted  off  Third  Street  at 
Mission,  proceeding  east  on  Mission  to  First  Street  following 
its  regular  route  south  on  First. 

J.     Diversion  of  Market  Street  cars  and  buses.     All  streetcars  east- 
bound  on  Market  Street  will  be  diverted  at  Van  Ness  Avenue. 
Market  Street  shuttle  buses  will  be  diverted  south  on  Fourth 
Street,  east  on  Mission  Street  to  the  Terminal,   returning  west 
on  Mission  Street,  north  on  Fifth  Street  and  west  on  Market 
Street.    Trolley  coaches  will  follow  the  same  route  except  they 
will  return  west  on  Mission  Street  to  9th  Street,   north  on  9th 
Street  and  west  on  Market  Street.

A,  The  California  Supreme  Court  in  the  case  of  Walters  (15C3738) 
recently  held  that  a  person  taken  into  custody  and  charged  with 
a  misdemeanor  is  entitled  to  a  {udicial  determination  as  to 
probable  cause.     The  court  has  held  that  a  police  report  stating 
the  probable  cause  relied  upon  by  the  arresting  officer  may  be 
reviewed  by  a  magistrate  for  this  purpose. 

B.  Penal  Code  Section  647. (f)  states:    "Every  person.. .is  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor.  .  .who  is  found  in  any  public  place  under  the 
influence  of  intoxicating  liquor,. ..in  such  a  condition  that  he 
is  unable  to  exercise  care  for  his  own  safety  or  the  safety  of 
others,  or  by  reason  of  his  being  under  the  influence  of  intox- 
icating I  i  quor,  .  •  •  i  nte  rf  e  res  with  or  obstructs  or  prevents  the 
free  use  of  any  street,  sidewalk,  or  other  public  way." 


C.  Effective  immediately,  whenever  a  person  is  arrested  by  a 
police  officer  for  intoxication  only   and  there  are  no  further 
proceedings  desirable,  such  person  shall  be  released  under 
Section  849. (b)(2)  P.C,  from  custody  at  the  District  Station 
or  City  Prison  when  he  is  able  to  care  for  his  own  safety. 

D.  Arrest  cards  prepared  for  persons  arrested  only  for  647. (f)  P.C. 
(drunk)  shall  also  carry  the  notation  "Release  when  sober." 


E.  If  circumstances  indicate  to  the  arresting  officer  that  the 
interest  of  the  person  arrested  would  be  best  served  by  that 
person  appearing  before  a  Judge  of  the  Municipal  Court,  an 
Incident  Report  must  be  completed.     For  the  purposes  of  the 
probable  cause  hearing  the  Incident  Report  must  contain  all 
data  relied  upon  by  the  officer  in  affecting  the  arrest  and 
shall  include  tfce  specific  reason(s)  for  the  arrest.  Arrest 
cards  prepared  for  persons  in  these  cases,  besides  showing  the 
charge  of  647. (f)  P.C.  (drunk),  shall  also  carry  the  notation 
"Hold  for  Court,   Report  Made." 

F.  A  name  check,  as  in  other  arrest  cases,  shall  be  made  with 
both  the  Bureau  of  Identification  and  the  Central  Warrant 
Bureau . 
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G.  When  a  person  booked  under  Section  647. (f)  P.C.  (drunk)  at 
a  District  Station  is  still  under  the  influence  of  intoxicating 
liquor  at  the  time  of  prisoner  transfer  per  rule  8,177.3 
(Rules  and  Procedures  1  968),  that  person  shall  be  transferred 
to  the  City  Prison. 

H.  Persons  released  under  Section  849. (b)  (2)  of  the  Penal  Code 
shall  have  such  release  duly  recorded  on  the  arrest  card  with 
the  necessary  indication  of  the  return  of  the  personal  property, 
if  any,  of  such  arrested  person. 

I.  Arrest  records  indicating  the  date  and  time  of  release  and 
return  of  personal  property  shall  be  forwarded  to  Headquarters 
in  the  normal  manner.

Much  of  the  excellent  traffic  enforcement  activity  performed  by 
members  of  this  Department  is  nullified  because  Traffic  Court  Judges 
are  dismissing  many  cases.    The  Judges  state  that  they  are  prevented 
from  making  a  decision  in  any  case  where  they  have  not  received 
sufficient  facts  surrounding  the  violation. 


The  deficiency  is  mainly  due  to  the  shortcomings  of  the  citation 
form  itself.    This  form  simply  does  not  provide  enough  space  for 
listing  all  the  facts  and  often  it  is  the  most  serious  offenses  which 
are  dismissed.    Such  dismissals  are  not  in  the  best  interest  of  either 
this  Department  or  the  general  public.

PROVISIONS  OF  CITY  CHARTER  RELATIVE  TO  STRIKES  BY  POLICE  OFFICERS 

1.  Proposition  "O"  passed  by  the  electorate  in  No  vember,  1  975  added 
to  the  Charter  Section  8.345  which  provides  as  follows: 

"In  order  to  bring  the  provisions  of  this  Section  to  the  attention  of 
any  person  who  may  be  affected  thereby,  each  member  of  the 
uniformed  force  of  the  police  department  and  each  member  of  the 
uniformed  force  of  the  fire  department  on  the  effective  date  of 
this  section,  and  each  person  appointed  to  the  position  of  Q2 
police  officer  or  the  position  of  H2  Fireman  on  or  after  the 
effective  date  of  this  section  shall  be  furnished  a  copy  of  the 
provisions  of  this  section  and  shall  make  under  oath  and  file  in 
the  office  of  the  civil  service  commission  the  following  declara- 
tion:   'I  hereby  acknowledge  receipt  of  a  copy  of  the  provisions

employment  they  shall  neither  instigate,  participate,  or  afford 
leadership  to  a  strike  against  the  City  and  County ,  nor  engage  in 
any  picketing  activities  in  furtherance  of  such  a  strike* 

3.  An  officer  can  be  disciplined  if  he  or  she  refuses  to  take  said  oath 
since  the  provisions  of  the  Charter  Section  are  couched  in 
mandatory  terms  that  require  the  employee  to  take  the  oath. 

4.  Lieutenant  Paul  Lawler,  Intelligence  Unit,  who  holds  a  Notary 
Public  certificate,  has  been  designated  to  administer  the  required 
oath  and  will  contact  commanding  officers  of  the  various  units  of 
the  department*    Said  commanding  officers  shall  cooperate  with 
Lieutenant  Lawler  so  as  to  expeditiously  have  all  members  of  their 
respective  commands  comply  with  these  provisions.

DICTATION  PROCEDURE  -  INCIDENT  CASE  SUBSYSTEM 


1.   Problems  are  being  experienced  in  computerized  report  preparation. 
These  problems  are  common  to  all  Department  Units*  Therefore, 
the  following  typical  failures  are  itemized  so  as  to  alert  Depart- 
ment members* 


A*     The  officer  dictating  does  not  speak  clearly  or  correctly, 

especially  with  names,  addresses,  telephone  and  star  numbers. 

8.     The  officer  dictating  does  not  spell  out  unusual  names. 

C»    When  the  officer  reports  a  crime  to  the  Bureau  of  Inspectors 
or  Juvenile  Bureau,  he  does  not  report  the  name  and  star 
number  of  a  sworn  member  as  required,  (only  sworn  personnel 
with  star  numbers  can  acknowledge  notification)* 

D*     Wrong  dates  are  used  in  the  reports* 

E«     Forgetting  to  give  the  name  and  star  number  of  the  approving 
officer* 

F*     The  narrative  is  not  constructed  in  a  (ogical  sequence, 

(officers  should  plan  their  narrative  before  starting  to  dictate). 

G*     Insufficient  Information  given  to  properly  dictate  supplemental 
reports*    (The  procedure  must  be  followed^,  refer  to  the 
Incident  Case  Subsystem  Training  Manual.) 

H«     Officers  sometimes  forget  an  entry  that  was  to  have  been  made 
in  an  earlier  portion  of  the  report  and  request  that  the 
terminal  operator  insert  the  entry.    (THIS  IS  IMPOSSIBLE  TO  DO, 
due  to  the  way.  the  computer  program  is  written.    It  causes 
nothing  but  problems  if  important  information  is  omitted  in 
the  dictating  sequence.) 

2*  The  Computer  Programs  have  been  written  so  that  information  can 
be    entered  in  a  logical  and  sequential  manner.    Because  of  this 
sequence,  Bureau  of  Criminal  Information  personnel  cannot  back- 
track on  a  report  entered*    Therefore,  it  is  important  that 
members  dictate  in  proper  sequence,  being  careful  to  include  the 
proper  information  in  the  proper  place* 
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Another  constant  problem  is  background  noise.  It  is  requested 
that  where  possible,  members  dictate  their  reports  from  a  quiet 


room  • 


4     BCI  operators  are  not  all  experienced  Police  Clerks.    With  this 
in  mind,  members  are  asked  to  keep  the  use  of  jargon  to  a  minimum 
and  speak  c  I  early  • 

5.  The  better  the  dictation,  the  better  the  preparation  of  YOUR 
automated  report.

WARRANTLESS  ARREST 


.   In  January  of  1976  the  United  States  Supreme  Court  held  that  a 
Peace  Officer  may  make  an  arrest  in  a  public  place  without  a 
warrant,  provided  probable  cause  existed*    (U.S .  v  WATSO  N, 
No,  74-538).    On  February  25,  1  976,  the  California  Supreme 
Court,  in  the  matter  of  PEO.  v  RAMEY,  Crim.  1  8795,  held  that, 
absent  exigent  circumstances,  a  Peace  Officer  may  not  arrest  a 
person  in  his  residence  without  first  having  secured  an  arrest 
warrant  if  the  probable  cause  to  make  such  arrest  was  developed 
before  the  officer  went  to  the  suspect's  residence  and  there  was 
sufficient  time  to  secure  a  warrant. 

2.  The  "No  Warrant"  arrest  procedure  of  a  suspect  found  in  any 

place,  except  his  owni  residence,  has  not  been  modified  and  still 
may  be  used . 

3.  Absent  exigent  circumstances,  the  "No  Warrant"  arrest  of  a  suspect 
in  his  residence  can  still  be  made  if  the  officers  were  lawfully  on 
the  premises  and  the  probable  cause  to  arrest  was  developed  at 
that  time,  ra th er  than  before  going  to  the  suspect's  residence. 

An  example  of  such  a  condition  would  be  if  an  officer  were  on  the 
premises  to  conduct  a  burglary  investigation  and  discovered 
evidence  in  plain  view  which  was  stolen. 

4.  The  "No  Warrant"  arrest  of  a  suspect  in  his  residence  CAN  be 
made  if  the  officer  had  probable  cause  to  arrest  before  going  to 
the  residence  AND    exigent  circumstances  exist. 

The  Court  in  RAMEY  defined  exigent  circumstances  as 

"...and  emergency  situation  requiring  swift  action  to  prevent: 

1.  imminent  danger  to  life  or 

2.  serious  damage  to  property; 

3.  to  forestall  the  imminent  escape  of  a  suspect; 

4.  destruction  of  evidence." 

Additionally,  the  Court  states  that  there  can  be  no  set  rule 
as  to  what  constitutes  exigent  circumstances.    Although  each 
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b)

case  must  be  decided  on  the  facts  that  were  known  to  the 
officer  at  the  time  the  "No  Warrant"  arrest  of  a  suspect 
while  in  his  own  residence  was  made,  it  ,s  clear  that  the 
wo    ant  requirement  is  imposed  except  in  extraord,  nary 
circumstances.    The  following  are  two  examples  of  what 
could  constitute  exigent  circumstances: 

An  officer  in  his  investigation  of  a  crime  develops 
sufficient  probable  cause  to  arrest  a  suspect  and 
knows  the  location  of  the  suspect's  residence* 
Additionally,  the  officer  is  Informed  that  the  suspect 
is  currently  in  his  premises  and  has  knowledge  that 
he  is  being  sought  for  arrest,  which  he  intends  to 
avoid  by  immediately  and  permanently  vacating  the 
premises.    A  no  warrant  arrest  can  be  made  of  the 
suspect  in  his  residence  to  forestall  the  escape. 

The  same  circumstances  as  above,  except,  rather  than 
vacate  the  premises,  the  officer  is  informed  that  the 
suspect  intends  to  destroy  the  evidence  of  the  crime. 

5     EFFECTIVE  IMMEDIATELY  members  of  this  department  will  not  effect 
an  arrest  of  a  suspect  in  his  own  residence  without  a  warrant  on 
the  basis  of  probable  cause  developed  prior  to  going  to  the 
residence    unless  exigent  circumstances  are  clearly  present. 
(See  Paragraph  4  for  definition  as  to  what  may  be  an  exigent 
ci  rcumstance  #) 

In  the  event  there  is  a  close  question  on  the  matter  of  exigent 
circumstances,  the  issue  will  be  resolved  in  favcr  of  securing  an 
orrest  warrant  for  the  suspect,  rather  than  to  effect  the 
his  residence  without  a  warrant,  and  the  matter  will  be  submitted 
to  the  office  of  the  District  Attorney  for  issuance  of  a  warrant. 

The  officer  has  the  option  to  stake  out  the  premises  and 
contact  the  on-call  District  Attorney,  when  the  situation  occurs 
outside  normal  business  hours,  or  the  appropriate  detail  in  the 
day  time  hours,  to  secure  assistance  in  obtaining  the  necessary 
arrest  warrant. 

6,  Any  time  an  arrest  of  a  suspect  in  his  own  residence  is  made  with- 
out a  warrant  and  such  arrest  is  made  based  on  the  probab  e  cause 
developed  prior  to  going  to  his  residence,  the  officer  shall 
clearly  and  fully  set  out  the  specific  exigent  circumstances  and 
all  the  surrounding  facts  in  the  incident  report.

The  following  memorandum  received  by  this  Department  from  Bernard 
Orsi,  General  Manager  of  Personnel,  is  quoted  for  the  information  of 
members  of  this  Department; 


SUBJECT:    ABSENCES  DURING  THE  PERIOD  OF  THE  POSSIBLE  CITY  AND 
COUNTY  STRIKE. 

In  order  that  equitable  administrative  procedures  are  utilized 
throughout  City  departments,  the  following  guidelines  will  be  effective 
throughout  any  period  of  time  in  which  City  and  County  employees  may 
be  affected  by  strike  actions. 

No  vacation  time,  sick  leave  with  pay,  time  off  in  lieu  of  over- 
time or  any  other  procedure  can  be  used  to  subsidize  employees  who 
in  fact  do  not  work  because  of  a  strike.    The  time  lost  from  work  due 
to  a  strike  will  not  be  included  when  calculating  vacation  and  sick 
leave  benefits. 

Department  heads  will  respect  requests  for  approved  vacation  or 
compensatory  overtime  which  have  already  been  schedu  I  ed  effective 
close  of  business  the  date  before  issuance  of  this  memorandum. 
Request  to  utilize  vacation  or  compensatory  time  off  wilT  not  be 
approved  during  the  period  of  any  strike  action. 

In  accord  with  administrative  practices  which  were  previously 
in  effect,  employees  are  reminded  that  requests  for  sick  leave  will  be 
granted  only  in  cases  of  absence  necessitated  because  of  illness  which 
incapacitates  the  employee  for  the  performance  of  his/her  duties. 
If  an  absence  is  necessitated  due  to  bona  fide  illness,  a  pj^sjjc » £n.l.s_. 
certificate  wjll  be  required  for  each  djay^s_j3jjs^jicjB_du e_to_  i j_I_n_e_ss  • 
IF  the  pattern  in  a  department  clearfy  goes  beyond  normal  practice, 
all  such  requests  for  sick  leave  will  be  subject  to  disapproval. 

Unless  previously  approved,  no  request  for  personal  leave,  train- 
ing with  pay  or  that  portion  of  military  leave  which  is  paid  by  the 
City  will  be  granted. 

No  incident  involving  accidental  injury  while  picketing  comes 
under  the  purview  of  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Act.    The  City's 
portion  of  workmen's  compensation  payment  will  not  be  paid. 
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Blue  Cross  ond  other  medical  insurance  -  Striking  employees  will 
have  H :  moke  arrangements  to  pay  own  premiums;  no  C.ty  fund,  „.ll 
be  provi  d  ed • 

Holidays  -  If  a  holiday  occurs  during  a  strike,  all  members  on 
strike  will  forfeit  the  holiday  allowance. 

Emolovees  who  strike  or  respect  picket  lines  are  not  entitled  to 
pay  forthe  Vo^  on  which  they  were  either  striking  or  were  respect.ng 
picket  lines.

1.   INSURANCE  CODE  -  SECTION  488.5 


San  Francisco,  Calif. 
Thur.,  04/01/76 


A.  In  1  973,  Section  488.5  was  added  to  the  California  Insurance 
Code.    This  Section  reads  as  follows: 

488.5    Prohibition  against  increasing  premium  on  private 
automobile  insurance  of  peace  officer  because  of 
accident  in  line  of  duty. 

No  insurer  shall,  in  issuing  or  renewing  a  private  automobile 
insurance  policy  to  a  peace  officer,  member  of  the  California 
Highway  Patrol,  or  fireman,  with  respect  to  his  operation  of 
a  private  motor  vehicle,  increase  the  premium  on  such  policy 
for  the  reason  that  the  insured  or  applicant  for  insurance  has 
been  involved  in  an  accident  while  operating  an  authorized 
emergency  vehicle,  as  defined  in  subdivision  (a)  of  Section  165 
of  the  Vehicle  Code  or  in  paragraph  (1)  or  (2)  of  subdivision 
(b)  of  Section  165  of  the  Vehicle  Code,  in  response  to  a  call 
to  duty. 

B.  As  used  in  this  section:    (a)    "Peace  Officer"  shall  have  the 
same  meaning  as  defined  in  Section  830.1  of  the  Penal  Code.

0     This  Department  is  receiving  increasing  number  of  complaints 
regarding  soliciting  for  prostitution  on  the  streets,  especially 
in  the  downtown  area. 

L     Section  647c  of  the  Penal  Code  has  been  used  to  curtail  this 
activity;  however,  this  section  is  not  intended  to  be  used  to 
scoop  up  persons  engaging  in  offensive  conduct.    Section  647c  of 
the  Penal  Code  was  intended  to  be  used  only  when  the  normal 
access  to  public  places  was  willfully  and  maliciously  obstructed. 
Thus,  the  issue  is  the  obstruction,  not  the  drunkenness,  street- 
walking  or  other  suspicious  or  illegal  activity  involved.  This 
section  has  been  narrowly  defined  and  must  be  narrowly  enforced 
to  preserve  its  limited  utility. 

•     Section  647c  of  the  Penal  Code  reads  as  follows: 

"Willful  or  malicious  obstruction  of  street  or  sidew_a^k. 

Every  person  who  willfully  and  maliciously  obstructs 
the  free  movement  of  any  person  on  any  street,  side- 
walk, or  other  public  place  or  on  or  in  any  place 
open  to  the  public  is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

"Nothing  in  this  section  affects  the  power  of  a  county 
or  a  city  to  regulate  conduct  upon  a  street,  side- 
walk, or  other  public  place  or  on  or  in  a  place  open 
to  the  public." 

,     Thus,  the  elements  of  this  section  require  a  person  to: 

a.    Willfully,  and 

b  •  Maliciously 

c.  Obstruct  the  free  movement 

d.  Of  another  person 

e.  On  any  street,  sidewalk  or  public  place. 
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5.  Definitions: 

a      "Willfully"  is  defined  in  Section  7.1  of  the  Penal  Code. 
*     Willfully  simply  means  a  purpose  or  wi  lingness  to  do  an 
act;  a  design  to  do  a  specific  act.    This  definition  would 
thus  exclude  mistake  or  confusion. 

b.     "Malice  and  Maliciously"  is  defined  in  Section  7 .4  of  the 

Penal  Code.    This  section  states  that  malice  and  maliciously 
mean  a  wish  to  vex,  annoy  or  injure  another  person  or  an  in- 
tent to  do  a  wrongful  act.    Malice  is  an  illusive  legal  term. 
Members  enforcing  647c  should  note  any  absence  or  ,us  if.co- 
tion  or  excuse  for  the  person's  act  or  an  actual  .nten  to 
cause  harm  or  willfully  to  do  an  act  with  knowledge  that 
the  surrounding  circumstances  indicate  a  strong  likelihood 
that  harm  may  result. 

c       "Obstruct  the  free  movement."    The  person  must  actually 

obstruct  the  free  movement  of  another  person  on  the  street, 
sidewalk  or  public  place.    The  mere  presence  of  the  person 
on  the  sidewalk  does  not  constitute  obstruction.    If,  however 
sufficient  numbers  of  persons  were  merely  standing  on  the 
sidewalk,  but  in  so  doing  blocked  the  entrance  or  exit  of  a 
private  doorway,  this  would  constitute  an  obstruction. 
There  must  be  a  showing  that  the  accused  is  blocking  the 
free  passage  of  another  person.    Because  a  pedestrian  must 
slightly  deviate  from  his  intended  path  does  not  constitute 
obstruction.    Obstruction,  however,  may  consist  of  conduct 
other  than  standing  on  the  sidewalk.     If  a  person  persistently 
approaches  another,  attempting  to  force  such  person  to 
engage  in  conversation  or  purchase  goods  or  wares  or  so.icits 
alms,  such  conduct  may  be  an  "obstruction  to  free  movement, 
The  obstruction  to  free  movement  must  take  place  on  the 
street,  sidewalk,  public  place  (as  a  park  or  square)  or  a 
place  open  to  the  public  (as  a  department  store  or  public 
garage*.    Thus,  a  suspect  blocking  the  aisles  of  a  depart- 
ment store  willfully  and  maliciously  may  be  in  violation  of 
this  section,  or  where  the  suspect  is  lawfully  within  a  rail- 
road or  bus  terminal,  but  such  person's  conduct  is  such  as 
to  willfully  and  maliciously  block  the  ticket  counter,  exits, 
etc.,  he  may  be  in  violation  of  Section  647c. 

6.     The  policy  of  this  Department  is  that  members  shall  adhere  to 
the  several  elements  that  constitute  a  crime  as  set  forth  in 
Section  647c  before  an  arrest  or  citation  may  be  issued  for 
violation  of  Section  647c.    The  member  observing  the  activity 
must  be  able  to  articulate  that  each  and  every  element  of 
Section  647c  is  present,  and  such  information  shall  be  included 
in  any  Incident  Report  made  as  a  result  of  each  arrest  or  citatioi 
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Failure  of  a  suspect  to  move  after  a  lawful  order  by  a  police 
officer  is  not,  in  itself,  a  violation  of  Section  647c,    If  such  an 
order  is  given  and  after  the  suspect  is  given  an  opportunity  to 
comply  and  refuses  such  action  or  fails  to  move,  would  indicate 
to  a  court  that  the  suspect  was  "willfully  and  maliciously" 
obstructing.    This  failure  to  move  is  not,  of  itself,  conclusive 
evidence  of  a  violation  of  Section  647c,  but  it  is  admissible 
evidence  that  the  suspect  was  willfully  and  maliciously  obstruct- 
i  ng  . 

#     Section  20  of  Part  11,  Chapter  VIII  of  the  San  Francisco 
Municipal  Code  (Police  Code)  shall  not  be  used  in  lieu  of 
Section  647c,    Section  20  of  the  Police  Code  is  very  limited  in 
its  application  • 

"Sec,  20,    Sitting,   lying  or  sleeping  on  any  street, 
sidewalk,  etc.  prohibited;  exceptions:    No  person  shall 
willfully  sit,  lie  or  sleep  in  or  upon  any  street,  side- 
walk or  other  public  place  in  such  a  manner  as  to 
obstruct  the  free  passage  or  use  in  the  customary  manner 
of  such  street,  sidewalk  or  other  public  place, 

"Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  deemed  to  prohibit 
persons  from  sitting  on  public  benches  or  other  public 
facilities  provided  for  such  purpose." 

The  elements  of  Section  20  require  that  the  accused  must 

"  -lUiHilX-iLL'  1.L®.J0JL1!a®P_  on  or  upon  any  street,  sidewalk 

or  public  place,  in  such  a  manner  as  to  obstruct  the  free 
passage  or  use  of  such  street,  sidewalk  or  other  place." 
Thus,  unless  the  suspect  is  sitting,  lying  or  sleeping  on  a 
street,  sidewalk  or  public  place  in  such  a  manner  as  to 
*  cause  an  obstruction,  he  is  not  in  violation  of  Section  20  M.P.C. 

Thus,  the  "tools"  given  to  the  Department  by  the  Legislature  to 
prevent  soliciting  for  prostitution  on  the  streets  is  extremely 
limited.    In  order  to  protect  the  limited  utility  of  Section  647c 
of  the  Penal  Code  and  Section  20  of  the  Police  Code,  these 
sections  shall  not  be  used  unless  each  and  every  element  that 
constitutes  a  violation  is  present  and  especially  these  sections 
may  not  be  used  to  curtail  suspicious  conduct.    We  realize  that 
it  is  extremely  frustrating  both  to  the  police  department  and  to 
the  merchants  and  citizens  of  our  city  to  "know"  that  the  illegal 
activity  is  present  and  yet  not  be  able  to  take  effective  law 
enforcement  action.    We  must  remember,  however,  that  we  can 
enforce  the  laws  only  as  written  by  the  Legislature  and  inter- 
preted by  the  courts.     If  the  activity  observed  does  not  fall 
within  a  specific  statute,  then  that  activity  cannot  be  declared 
illegal  and  no  person  is  liable  to  arrest  for  doing  an  act  not 
specifically  declared  by  the  Legislature  to  be  illegal.

DAYLIGHT  SAVING  TIME 


Your  attention  is  directed  to  Section  3  of  the  DAYLIGHT  SAVING 
TIME  ACT,  as  amended,  which  reads  as  follows: 

SECTION  3:     From  1:00  o'clock  antemeridian  on  the  last  Sunday 
o7TpTi77~"until  2:00  o'clock  antemeridian  of  the  last  Sunday  of 
October,  the  standard  time  in  this  state  so  established  shall  be 
one  hour  in  advance  of  the  standard  time  now  known  as  United 
States  Standard  Pacific  Time* 


2.  Therefore,  when  Standard  Time  ends  at  0200  hours,  SUNDAY, 
04/25/76,  official  timepieces  in  this  Department  shall  be 
ADVANCED  sixty  (60)  minutes  at  that  hour. 

3.  Department  personnel  are  reminded  to  adjust  their  personal  time- 
pieces to  coincide  with  the  foregoing.    This  matter  should  have 
the  particular  attention  of  officers  on  the  day  watch  so  that  they 
will  not  neglect  to  make  the  necessary  time  adjustments  before 
retiring  on  Saturday  evening,  04/24/76. 

4.  ALCOHOLIC  BEVERAGE  CONTROL  ACT 

"Section  25631  .     Retail  hours  of  sale.    Any  on  or  off-sale 
licensee,  or  agent  or  employee  of  such  licensee,  who  sells,  gives 
or  delivers  to  any  person  any  alcoholic  beverage  between  the 
hours  of  2  o'clock  and  6  o'clock  A.M.  of  the  same  day,  is  guilty 
ofamisdemeanor.

1,  It  is  apparent-  that  because  of  the  extended  duration  of  the 
current  labor  dispute  involving  certain  employees  of  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco,  the  vacation  and  sick  leave 
rights  for  employees  not  involved  in  the  strike  may  be 
adversely  affected, 

2.  Employees  who  have  been  working  throughout  the  strike  period 
may  request  time  off  for  vacation.     Such"  request  wifl  Ee  re- 
viewed by  the  Commanding  Officer  of  the  member  requesting 
vacation  and  the  request  shall  be  subject  to  review  by  the 
Chief  of  Police,    Such  vacation  may  be  disapproved  if  the 
vacation  would  adversely    affect  the  department's  operational 
needs  or  such  vacation  is  not  in  accordance  with  the  Civil 
Service  rules  or  departmental  procedure. 

),     Employees  who  have  been  working  throughout  the  strike  period 
who  are  absent  because  of  illness  which  incapacitates  the 
employee  for  the  performance  of  duty,  no  longer  need  a 
physician's  certificate  for  each  days  absence  because  of  such 
illness.    Civilian  members  of  the  department  sha!  I  be  required 
to  forward  a  physician's  certificate  when  the  absence  exceeds 
five  days.    Sworn  members  of  the  department  shall  be  required 
to  forward  a  physician's  certificate  when  the  absence  exceeds 
three  days  . 

No  vacation,  sick  leave  with  pay,  or  any  other  procedure 
can  be  used  to  subsidize  employees  who  in  fact  do  not  work 
because  of  the  strike,  or  are  absent  because  the  member  is 
respecting  a  picket  line.    Vacations  or  sick  leave  with  pay 
will  not  be  approved  for  striking  employees  or  employees 
who  are  absent  because  they  are  respecting  picket  lines.

1.  Section  200  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  has  been  repealed  on 
a  new  Section  200  has  been  added  to  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure 
effective  January  1  ,  1  976,    The  repealed  Section  200  enumerated 
certain  classes  of  persons  that  were  exempt  from  jury  duty. 
Amongst  those  were  peace  officers  designated  pursuant  to  830.1  o 
the  Penal  Code*    The  new  Section  200  does  not  exjempt__anyone  frc 
jury  duty,  but  only  allows  the  court  to  excuse  a  person  from  jury 
service  if  the  court  should  find  that  such  service  would  entail 
undue  hardship  on  the  person  or  the  public  served  by  the  person. 

2.  When  a  member  of  this  Department  is  called  for  jury,  an  Intra- 
Departmental  Memorandum  shall  be  made  by  the  member  indicating 
the  court  to  which  the  member  is  called  and  the  date  for  which  th 
member  is  called.    When  responding  to  the  court  for  jury  duty, 
the  member  shall  inform  the  court  or  the  jury  commissioner  of  the 
fact  that  he  is  a  peace  officer  and  a  member  of  the  San  Francisco 
Police  Department,    The  member  shall  also  indicate  to  the  court 
or  the  jury  commissioner  that  he  requests  to  be  excused  because 
of  undue  hardship  on  the  public  served, 

3.  If  the  court  or  the  fury  commissioner  refuses  to  excuse  the  member 
from  |ury  service,  the  member  must,  of  course,  obey  the  orders  of 
the  court  and  serve  as  a  juror  in  such  capacity  as  the  court 

di  rec  ts  .' 

4.  Section  8.400  of  the  Charter  of  the  City  and  County  of 

San  Francisco  provides  that  a  member  called  for  jury  service 
shall  not  have  his  pay  diminished  in  any  respect.    This  means

On  April  30,  1  976,  Mr.  G«  Michael  Gates,  Deputy  Attorney  General, 
Department  of  Justice,  State  of  California,  informed  this  Department 
of  the  mandatory  reporting  of  a  Suspected  or  Possible  Child  Abuse 
case,  pursuant  to  Section  11116.5,   Penal  Code.    This  mandatory  re- 
porting requirement  includes  the  initiation  and  submission  of  Child 
Abuse  Form  No,  903,  designed  by  the  Attorney  General's  Office. 

1.  When  the  San  Francisco  Police  Department  initiates  an  investiga- 
tion of  a  Suspected  or  Possible  Child  Abuse  Case,  members  shall 
initiate  and  submit  the  required  Medical  Report,  Attorney 
General's  Form  903.    (The  Medical  Report  can  be  obtained  from 
the  Property  Clerk's  Office  and  shall  be  made  even  if  a  Police 
Incident  Report  is  not  to  be  made.) 

2.  When  a  Medical  Report  of  a  Suspected  or  Possible  Child  Abuse 
Case,  Attorney  General's  Form  ^903,  is  received  by  this  Depart- 
ment, the  member  receiving  said  form  shall  immediately  forward 
same  to  the  Record  Room,   Hall  of  Justice,  Room  475, 

A.  Upon  receipt  at  the  Record  Room,  member  in  the  Record  Room 
receiving  same  shall  make  copies  of  this  report  for  the 
Probation  Department,  County  Welfare  Department,  County 
Health  Department,  the  Juvenile  Bureau,  and  the  Youth 
Guidance  Center. 

B «,    Record  Room  personnal  shall  distribute  the  reports  to  all 
agencies  involved.    The  original  copy  of  this  report  shall 
indicate  the  agencies  to  whom  the  reports  were  sent.  The 
original  copy  of  Attorney  General's  Form  903  shall  be  sent 
to  the  Attorney  General's  Office  as  required  by  law. 

C.  The  Juvenile  Bureau  shall  be  responsible  for  the  genera- 
tion of  an  investigation  of  this  suspected  or  possible 
child  abuse  case  and  the  making  of  a  San  Francisco 
Police  Department  Incident  Report,  if  required.

The  City  is  faced  with  a  problem  of  repeat  647(F)  P.C.  (Disorderly 
Co  nd  uc  t- D  ru  nk)  offenders  who  are  being  continually  a  rr  es  t  ed  ,  /e  I  e  as  ed 
and  rearrested.     In  the  absence  of  adequate  methods  outside  t..h  e 
Criminal  Justice  System  to  cope  with  this  problem,  the  Polio'e  Depart- 
ment and  the  District  Attorney's  office  have  adopted  a  policy  that 
repeat  offenders  of  section  647(F)  P.C.  (Disorderly  Condyct-D runk) 
will  be  prosecuted.     The  below  procedures  are  adopted  yo  implement 
that  policy. 

A,  An  arrest  for  647(F)  of  the  Penal  Code  (Disorde/Iy  Co  n  du  c  t  -  D  r  u  n  k ) 
may  be  made  only  when  the  following  elements'  are  present: 

1,  The  person  arrested  is  in  a  public  place/and, 

2.  Under  the  influence  of  intoxicating  l/quor  or  drugs;  and, 

3,  The  influence  is  to  such  a  degree  tjhat  he  is  unable  to  care 
for  his  own  safety  or  is  a  danger  /o  the  safety  of  others;  or, 

4.  By  reason  of  his  being  under  th4  influence  of  any  intoxicating 
liquor  or  drug,  he  interferes  With,  obstructs  or  prevents  the 
free  use  of  any  public  street/  sidewalk  or  other  public  way. 

Thus,  to  make  the  arrest,  the/elements  in  (1)  and  (2)  must

There  is  a  type  of  criminal  who  preys  on  tourisfs.  These 
criminals  are  continually  avoiding  the  sanctions  of  the  law  because 
the  visitor  victims  are  not  available  to  testify  against  them  by  the 
time  the  case  comes  to  trial  in  the  normal  course  of  the  criminal 
justice  process.    The  District  Attorney  has  developed  a  procedure  to 
speed  up  this  process  so  that  these  cases  are  not  lost.    This  procedui 
includes  housing  victims  and  witnesses  in  hotels  past  their  normal 
departure  dates  in  some  cases.    Also,  the  District  Attorney  has  made 
provision  to  speed  up  the  prosecution  of  such  cases  by  filing  special 
motions  and  in  some  cases  by  taking  video-taped  depositions.  To 
accomplish  these  objectives  it  is  necessary  that  the  District  Attorne 
office  be  notified  immediately  in  certain  cases  so  that  the  procedun 
can  be  put  into  effect.    To  aid  in  selecting  the  proper  cases  and 
notifying  the  District  Attorney's  Office  immediately,   this  procedure 
has  been  adopted. 

When  a  patrol  officer  notifies,  the  Operation  Center 
(between  1  700-0800  hours)  or  the  Investigation  Bureau  (between  080 
1700  hours)  that  an  arrest  has  been  made  in  a  Tourist/Victim  felony 
case,  a  member  of  the  Investigation  Bureau  will  be  assigned  to  the 
case  if  certain  criteria  are  met: 

1   «  Victim  is  injured  -  or  subjected  to  violence 

2,    AAonetary  loss  over  $500 

3  ,     Hotel  burg  I  ary 

4,  Suspect  listed  on  "known  suspect  list"  (Operation  Center  ha 
a  list  of  known  suspects  who  victimize  tourists) 

5,  Any  robbery 

When  the  member  of  the  Investigation  Bureau  is  notified  the 
one  of  the  above  criteria  has  been  met,  he/she  will  immediately 
notify  a  member  of  the  District  Attorney's  staff  who  will  put  the 
District  Attorney's  procedures  into  effect. 
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In  summary,  the  procedure  is? 

1.  In  felony  arrest  cases,  including  juvenile  arrests,  where  a 
tourist  is  the  victim  or  principal  witness,  the  patre!  officer 
shall  immediately  notify  the  Investigation  Bureau,  or,  between 
1700  hours  and  0800  hours,  the  Operation  Center,  and  make 
them  aware  of  the  circumstances. 

2.  The  Investigation  Bureau,  or  the  Operation  Center,  will 
evaluate  the  case  and  if  it  falls  within  the  criteria 
established  by  the  Investigation  Bureau,  a  member  of  the 
Investigative  Unit  concerned  shall  be  assigned  to  assume 
the  investigation. 

3.  The  Inspector  assigned  shall  immediately  notify  a  member 
of  the  District  Attorney's  staff  to  put  the  tourist/victim 
procedure  into  effect.

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A,  Course  material  will  be  developed  from  new  laws  and  recent 
court  decisions  relative  to  search  and  seizure  and  civil 
liability;  police  decision  making;  departmental  regulations; 
defensive  weapons  procedure;  crisis  intervention  and  conflict 
management  theory  and  practice;  cardiopulmonary  resuscitation 
and  emergency  cardiac  and  respiratory  care  techniques;  general 
first°aid  procedures;  defensive  driving  and  emergency  vehicle 
operation  policies  and  procedures;  officer  survival  concepts; 
report  writing  and  preliminary  investigation  procedures;  police

I.  CAL/OSHA 


The  California  Occupational  Safety  and  Health  Act  of  1  973  provM?: 
job  safety  and  health  protection  for  employees.     The  California  Act 
requires  every  employer  (public  and  private)  to  furnish  employment 
and  a  place  of  employment  which  are  safe  and  healthful  to  the 
employees  therein.     It  further  requires  that  every  employer  and 
every  employee  comply  with  every  job  safety  and  health  standards 
which  are  promulgated  by  the  Occupational  Safety  and  Health 
Standards  Board. 


(I.  RECORD  KEEPING 

CAL/OSHA  requires  public  agencies  to  maintain  a  log  of  all  record- 
able occupational  injuries  and  illnesses.    This  log  (CAL/OSHA 
No.  1  00A)  must  be  maintained  at  the  lowest  level  where  attendance 
records  are  kept  for  a  group  of  employees  who  perform  the  same 
governmental  function.     However,  it  is  permissible  for  this  Log  to 
be  kept  at  a  central  location  with  copies  of  the  log  forwarded  to 
location  where  employees  attendance  records  are  kept.     In  the  same 
area  where  this  Log  is  kept,  a  copy  of  the  Employer's  Report  of 
Occupational  Injury/Illness  (Form  2)  must  also  be  kept.

All  other  copies  o 
this  form  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  Personnel  Sergeant; 

a.  With  the  exception  of  the  Traffic  Bureau,  all  bureaus, 
units  and  details  located  in  the  Hall  of  Justice  shall  for- 
ward all  copies  of  Form  2  to  the  Personnel  Sergeant.  Foi 
these  units,  the  Personnel  Sergeant  shall  file  the  blue 
copies  in  his  office, 

2.  Maintain  in  a  separate  file  at  the  unit  the  copies  of  the 
"Public  Agency  Log"  which  will  be  forwarded  on  a  monthly 
basis  by  the  Personnel  Sergeant; 

3.  Upon  receipt  of  the  "Public  Agency  Log,"  cause  the  case 
number  found  in  Column  1  of  the  Log  to  be  copied  onto  the 
upper  right  corner  of  the  corresponding  blue  copy  of  the 
occupational  injury  Form  2.    The  upper  right  corner  has  a  b< 
stating  "OSHA  Case  or  File  No.";  this  is  where  the  entry  is 
to  be  made; 

4.  With  the  exception  of  the  Traffic  Bureau,  It  is  not  necessar) 
for  bureaus,  units  and  details  located  in  the  Hall  of  Justice 
to  maintain  copies  of  the  Public  Agency  Log.  The  original, 
located  in  the  Personnel  Sergeant's  office,  is  sufficient, 

III,     CAL/OSHA  Compliance  Office 

Planning  and  Research  shall  serve  as  the  CAL/OSHA  Compliance 
Office  for  the  Department. 

Planning  and  Research  shall: 

1,  Be  conversant  with  CAL/OSHA  legislation  and  all  applicable 
General  Industry  Safety  Orders,  Construction  Safety  Orders 
and  Electrical  Safety  Orders  and  al!  amendments  thereto;  an 
maintain  a  copy  of  said  legislation  and  orders, 

2,  Provide  Department  Representation  on  the  City's  Central 
Safety  Committee; 

3,  Maintain  liaison  with  the  Division  of  Industrial  Safety  of  th 
State  of  California  and  the  City's  Safety  Consultants, 
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III.     CAL/OSHA  Compliance  Office  (Continued) 

4.  Subscribe  to  the  Caj^|_fo_rn^a  S af_et_y  N ew_s  and  other  appropriate 
publications; 

5.  Make  all  necessary  inspections  of  department  job  sites  to 
insure  that  CAL/OSHA  is  b  eing  complied  with.     Any  viola- 
tions observed  shall  be  immediately  brought  to  the  attention 
of  the  Chief  of  Police.     Suggested  remedies  shall  be  included 
in  this  report; 


6.  From  time  to  time,  inspect  the  nine  district  stations,  Traffic 
Bureau  and  Investigations  Bureau  to  insure  that  the  CAL/OSHA 
poster  is  displayed  as  required. 


V.     REPORTING  UNSAFE  CONDITIONS 

CAL/OSHA  grants  every  employee  the  right  to  bring  unsafe  or 
unhealthful  conditions  to  the  attention  of  the  Division  of 
Industrial  Safety.    An  employee  may  not  be  discharged  or 
discriminated  against  in  any  way  for  filing  complaints  concerning 
unsafe  working  conditions  or  work  practices  in  a  place  of 
employment . 

Department  members  are  encouraged  to  report,  in  writing  to  their 
commanding  officers,  any  unsafe  or  unhealthful  work  condition. 
Said  reports  shall  be  forwarded  to  Planning  and  Research  which 
shall  take  appropriate  remedial  action. 

V.     ACCIDENTS  INVOLVING  EMPLOYEES  COVERED  BY  CAL/OSHA 

Whenever  a  member  is  called  to  an  accident  involving  any 
employee  covered  by  the  California  Occupational  Safety  and 
HealthAct  in  w  h  ich  a  serious  injury  or  illness,  or  death  occurs, 
the  nearest  office  of  the  Division  of  Industrial  Safety  shall  be 
notified  by  telephone  immediately  by  the  responding  agency. 

A  serious  injury  or  illness  is  one  occurring  in  a  place  of  employ- 
ment or  in  connection  with  any  employment  which  requires 
inpatient  hospitalization  for  a  period  in  excess  of  24  hours  for 
other  than  medical  observation  or  in  which  an  employee  suffers 
loss  of  any  member  of  the  body  or  any  serious  degree  of  perma- 
nent disfigurement.    Serious  injury  or  i  1 1  n  ess  f'°_5s_n_^.r_J.H£i,i^.l. 
any  injury,  illness  or  death  caused  by  the  commission  of  a 
Penal  Code  violation  or  an  accident  on  a  public  street  Or 
fTi  g  h~w  ay  . 
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V.     ACCIDENTS  INVOLVING  EMPLOYEES  COVERED  BY  CAl/OSHA  (Continued) 

Any  member  called  to  an  accident  which  requires  the  notifica- 
tion, stated  above,  shall  contact  the  Department  Compliance 
Office  (553-1101  )  between  the  hours  of  0800-1  600  hours.  The 
Compliance  Office  shall  then  contact  the  Division  of  Industrial 
Safety  at  557-1 946. 

VI.     SUPERVISORY  RESPONSIBILITIES 

Should  a  compliance  engineer  from  the  Division  of  Industrial 
Safety  arrive  at  a  district  station  or  the  Hall  of  Justice,  he 
will  check  to  see  if  the  CAL/OSHA  poster  is  displayed,  ask  to 
see  the  Log  of  Occupational  Injuries  and  Illness  (No.  100A), 
and  ask  to  see  the  Injury  reports  (blue  copy  of  Form  2).  Said 
engineer,  who  always  carries  proper  identification,  will  ask  to 
see  the  Commanding  Officer  or  of  f  icer-i  n-charge «     He  will  then 
conduct  a  walk°around  inspection  and  will  discuss  his  findings. 
Both  the  Commanding  Officer  or  off  icer-i  n-charge  along  with  a 
representative  of  the  Police  Officers'  Association  have  a  right 
to  accompany  the  engineer  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  the 
i  nspecti on  • 

Company  Commanders  and  of  ficers-i  n-charge  shall  fully  coopera 
with  the  compliance  engineer  from  the  Division  of  Industrial 
Safety. 

Criminal  penalties  may  be  imposed  against  all  levels  of  super- 
visory personnel  who  knowingly  or  negligently  violate  any  safet 
standard,  who  repeatedly  violate  any  safety  order,  or  whose 
willful  violation  causes  death  or  permanent  disability. 

Commanding  Officers,  supervisory  officers  and  of  f  i  c  ers -i  n  =  c  hare 
shall  comply  with  all  safety  standards  and  safety  orders  brought 
to  their  attention.     They  shall  further  see  that  all  police 
personnel  under  their  command  also  comply.

VEHICLE  MECHANICAL  DEFECTS 


Whenever  a  police  vehicle  has  a  mechanical  defect  of  such  nature  a 
to  render  the  vehicle  unsafe  to  drive,  the  vehicle  shall  be  deadline 
until  it  is  repaired.     Some  examples  of  such  defects  are  inadequate 
brakes,  slipping  transmission,  unsafe  tires,  inoperative  siren  or 
emergency  lights,  steering  defects  and  motor  overheating. 

The  purpose  of  this  order,  therefore,  is  to  adopt  procedures  for 
deadlining  vehicles  which  are  unsafe  to  drive. 

1.   Whenever  a  member  determines  that  a  vehicle  is  unsafe  to  drive, 
whether  at  the  beginning  or  during  a  tour  of  duty,  the  vehicle 
shall  not  be  driven. 

2.     The  member  assigned  the  vehicle  shall  complete  two  copies  of  th< 
Repair  Request  form  (SFPD  337),  checking  the  appropriate  space 
and  stating  clearly  in  the  remarks  section  the  nature  of  the  defei 
The  member  jhall  then  call  an  appropriate  superior  officer  to  the 
location  to  confirm  the  unsafe  condition. 

3.  The  superior  officer  who  is  called  to  confirm  an  unsafe  vehicle 
condition  shall  determine  whether  the  vehicle  is  in  fact  unsafe  t 
drive.     If  it  is,  he  shall  write  the  word  "Deadlined"  in  the  rema 
section  of  form  SFPD  337,  and  sign  his  name  in  the  remarks 
section.     The  superior  officer  shall  then  decide  whether  the 
vehicle  can  be  safely  driven  to  the  Corporation  Yard  or  to  the 
Service  Station;  if  so,  he  shall  have  it  driven  to  one  of  those 
locations.     If  the  vehicle  is  determined  to  be  unsafe  to  drive,  i 
will  be  towed  to  the  appropriate  location. 

4.  The  two  copies  of  form  SFPD  337  shall  be  delivered  with  the 
vehicle  where  they  will  be  signed  off.     The  original  copy  will 
stay  with  the  vehicle;  the  duplicate  will  be  returned  to  the 
appropriate  station. 

5.  A  deadlined  vehicle  shall  not  be  put  into  service  again  until 
appropriate  repairs  have  been  made  and  form  SFPD  337  has  been 
signed  off  by  our  Department  Inspector  of  Motor.  V eh i c  I es  . 
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6,  On  each  occasion  when  a  vehicle  has  been  deadlined,  the 
Inspector  of  Motor  Vehicles  shall  forward  a  copy  of  SFPD  337 
directly  to  the  office  of  the  Chief  of  Police  on  the  first  business 
day  after  he  receives  it. 

7.  In  the  event  that  such  a  number  of  marked  cars  are  deadlined 

at  any  time  so  as  to  result  in  an  insufficient  number  of  vehicles 
for  Patrol  service,  unmarked  cars  will  be  assigned  to  appropriate 
districts.     If  necessary,   and  with  the  approval  of  the  Chief  of 
Police,  emergency  equipment  such  as  roof  top  red  lights,  will  be 
placed  on  unmarked  cars.    It  is  the  intent  of  this  provision  that 
the  Patrol  service  will  be  provided  with  the  required  number  of 
vehicles  regardless  of  the  effect  on  other  units  of  the  Department. 

The  Department  recognizes  that  the  safety  of  police  personnel  is  of 
paramount  importance,  therefore,  it  is  our  policy  that  every  effort 
will  be  made  to  ensure  their  safety.

The 
added  section  is  quoted  in  full: 

"Section  38K  Curb  Parking  Regulations  Blue  Zones 

No  person  shall  park  in  a  blue  curb  marking  except  those  vehicles 
displaying  a  distinctive  license  plate  issued  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  Section  2251  1  .5  or  Section  9105  of  the  Vehicle  Code 
of  the  State  of  California."

HALLOWE'EN  CELEBRATION 


1.  Hallowe'en  will  be  celebrated  in  this  City  on  Sun.p  10/31/76. 

2.  While  it  is  anticipated  that  most  of  the  activity  will  be  confined 
to  the  various  neighborhood  shopping  centers,  company  commander: 
shall  make  such  detai  Is  within  the  confines  of  their  districts  as  in 
their  judgment  are  necessary  for  the  proper  policing  of  these  even 
and  for  the  protection  of  stores  and  business  establishments  in  the 
downtown  area. 


3.  SUPERVISION.    The  commanding  officer  of  each  police  district  shall 
Ee  personally  present  in  his  district  on  that  evening  if  organized 
celebrations  are  planned  or  when  in  his  judgment  activities  will 
be  such  that  his  attendance  is  required*     He  shall  issue  specific 
instructions  to  his  personnel  on  duty  that  evening  to  patrol  hazard 
areas  diligently  for  the  purpose  of  detecting  and  suppressing  acts 
of  vandalism  or  other  pranks  which  might  result  in  serious  injuries 
to  persons  or  physical  damage  to  real  or  personal  property. 

4.  CURFEW  LAW  TO  BE  ENFORCED.    Specific  instructions  shall  be  issued 
to  men  on  patrol  to  strictly  enforce  the  curfew  laws  concerning 
juveniles.    Youngsters  who  are  out  "trick  or  treating"  unaccom- 
panied by  their  parents  are  required  to  be  off  the  streets  by 
2300  hours.    This  is  the  normal  curfew  requirement  for  boys  and 
girls  under  the  age  of  18  years. 

5.  FALSE  FIRE  ALARMS.    It  is  common  practice  to  turn  in  false  fire 
alarms  on  Hallowe'en.    Officers  shall  be  alerted  to  this  form  of 
prank  and  shall  be  instructed  to  pay  particular  attention  to 
persons  loitering  in  the  vicinity  of  fire  alarm  boxes. 

6.  TRAFFIC  ENFORCEMENT.  As  there  will  be  many  more  children  on  the 
streets  than  usual  on  the  Hallowe'en  evening,  many  of  whom  will 
be  wearing  masks  that  will  hamper  their  vision  and  costumes  that 
will  make  it  difficult  for  motorists  to  see  them,  traffic  enforce- 
ment should  be  directed  toward  the  safety  of  the  children. 
Speeding  by  juveniles,  loud  mufflers  and  unnecessary  blowing  of 
horns  will  not  be  tolerated. 


^  *  SCHOOLS.  Special  attention  shall  be  given  to  school  buildings 
to  guard  against  vandalism.  Passing  calls  shall  be  made  by  foot 
and  auto  patrol  during  the  Hallowe'en  period. 
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LOITERING.    Officers  on  patrol  shall  be  particularly  vigilant  for 
suspicious  persons  loitering  in  neighborhood  areas  in  order  to  pre- 
vent possible  child  molesting.

shall  Ee  directed  to  the  possibility  of  vandalism  and  misconduct  in 
connection  with  Municipal  Railway  transportation  facilities. 
Company  commanders  shall  instruct  members  of  their  commands  to 
observe  public  transportation  facilities  in  their  particular  areas 
and  be  prepared  to  take  immediate  police  action  when  trouble  is

GENERAL  ORDER  NO.  133 

SALE  OF  CHRISTMAS  TREES,  WREATH S ,  ETC. 
DURING  THE  CHRISTMAS  SEASON 

1.  Patrol  personnel  shall  familiarize  themselves  with  the  following 
regulations  pertaining  to  the  sale  and  nuisance-free  operation 
of  Christmas  tree  lots . 

2.  PERMITS  REQUIRED 

A.    All  vendors  of  Christmas  trees  and  wreaths,  wherever  located, 
are  required  to  procure  a  permit  from  the  State  Board  of  Equali- 
zation.   In  addition,  all  persons  conducting  an  opsn-air  sale  of 
Christmas  trees  within  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  must 
have  a  permit  from  the  Department  of  City  Planning  in  compliance 
with  the  provisions  of  Section  119.2  (c)  of  the  City  Planning 
Code.    These  permits  must  be  displayed  on  the  premises  where  the 
trees  are  to  be  sold.    Patrol  personnel  shall  be  instructed  to 
see  that  said  permits  are  displayed  as  required. 


B.    Vendors  of  Christmas  trees  operating  from  an  apartment  hcus3  or 
hotel  or  from  the  lot  on  which  the  building  is  situated  who  do 
not  hold  a  valid  permit  must  vacate  the  premises  immediately. 


3.    COMPANY  COMMANDERS 


A.    Company  Commanders  shall  issue  orders  to  the  members  of  their 
respective  commands  to  notify  all  persons  who  sell  Christmas 
trees,  holly  wreaths,  and  other  such  inflammable  materials  during 
the  coming  holiday  season  that  they  must  clean  the  premises  entire 
free  of  trees  and  rubbish  before  vacating. 


B.    A  check  shall  be  made  after  Christmas  of  all  stores  and  lots  that 
have  been  used  for  this  purpose  to  determine  that  the  premises  hav 
been  cleaned  so  as  to  prevent  fire  hazards. 


4.     NAMES  AND  ADDRESSES  TO  BE  OBTAINED 


Addresses  and  telephone  numbers  shall  be  obtained  of  all  owners 
and  those  who  rent  stores  or  lots  for  the  purpose  of  selling  said 
trees,  wreaths,  etc.    This  data  shall  be  retained  at  the  District 
Stations  as  a  station  record  for  further  check  if  the  provisions 
of  paragraph  3  are  not  complied  with. 

5.     USE  OF  SOUND  EQUIPMENT 

Company  Commanders  shall  read  and  explain  to  the  members  of  their 
commands  the  provisions  of  Sections  43  and  49  of  the  Police  Code 
which  regulate  the  use  of  loud  .^jlakers . 
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6.     OBSTRUCTION  OF  STREETS  AND  SIDEWALKS  -  PROMTS  I TED 

Vendors  of  Christmas  trees  shall  not  be  permitted  to  obstruct  the 
streets  and  sidewalks  in  violation  of  Section  63  of  the  Municipal 
Police  Code.

Effective  1500  hours  on  12/21/76  telephone  number  553-1396  (Operation 
Center)  has  been  designated  for  use  by  citizens  in  giving  anonymous,,  - 
information  to  the  Police  Department  relative  to  witnesses  to,  or 
suspects  involved  in,  a  criminal  incident. 

A  citizen  calling  that  number  may  give  his/her  name  if  willing  to  do 
so,  but  no  insistence  will  be  made  that  a 'person  give  any  identifying- 
information.    Whatever  information  is  given,  regardless  of  how  seemingly 
minor  it  is,  shall  be  received  and  logged. 

A  log  shall  be  maintained  in  the  Operation-   Center  of  all  such. calls 
received.    Form  SFPD  338  (2/72)  "Operation  Center  Log,"  shall  be  used 
to  record  appropriate  data  on  the  call.    The  form  entries  shall  begin 
as  of  0000  and  run  continuously  until  2400  hours  each  day.    On  each 
morning  following,  and  in  no  instance  later  than  0800  hours,  copies 
of  that  log  shall  be  forwarded  to  appropriate  concerned  persons  and/ 
or  units.    A  permanent  copy  of  the  log  will  be  maintained  in  the  Center 
for  reference  purposes.
